The date for the election and the 
itemized statement of municipal im- 
provements the issue contemplates will 
be incorporated in the bond election 
ordinance, which is expected to come 
before general council at its next meet- 
ing for final action.

Senator Persons’ amendment to the 
tax equalization law was killed in the 
senate finance committee yesterday 
afternoon by a vote of 8 to 4. 
bill provided a method of reaching the 
so-called “invisible’’ property in the 
state. After a stormy session of the 
finance committee on July 18, the bill 
was recommended for passage. When 
the measure was reported back to the 
senate, Senator Mangham moved to 
have the bill sent back to the commit- 
tee. This motion was defeated by the 
single vote of President Persons, who 
later, however, asked unanimous con- 
sent to refer the bill again to the 
finance committee. 

There was another heated debate 
Thureday on the Persons amendment, 
but a noticeable change had appeared 
in the attitude of some of the com- 
mitteemen towards the bill. Chairman 
Akin, Secretary Mangham and Senator 


John D. Walker maintained that such | 


a law would vastly injure the business 
interests of the state, and Senator 
Goolsby held that eventually the ill 
effects would fall heavily on the farm- 
ers themselves. 

Speaks for Bill. 

Senator Persons, however, staunchly 
advocated his amendmént as being just 
and for the best interests of the state. 
He stated that he was no fanatic on 
this subiect, but that he was basing 
his positien on the sound principles of 
tax equalization. 

He declared that his bill did not 
belong in the house, aa it did not pro- 
vide for raising revenue. Chairman 
Akin, however, disagreed with Senator 
Persone, but the committee took no 
action on this phase of the question. 

In defending his bill, Senator Persons 
stated that he had heard a great deal | 
of complaint 
complaint coming almost entirely from 
bankers. He then put forward argu- 
ments to show that the provisions of 
his bill would enforce what had been 
a part of Georgia law “ever since the 
state has had a constitution.” 

“The poficy of this state,” 
“is committed to be that notes and 
mortgages are property and taxable 
property, and yet the banks feel that 
an injustice is about to be done them.” 

Senator Persons further stated that 
the class he had in mind was not the 
legitimate corporations, but “the man 
with money who ts a private money- 
lender and who never pays his propor- 
tional taxes.’ In answer to a question 
by Senator Mangham, Senator Persons 
denied that such a law would be class 
legislation. 

Has Added Nothing. 

“IT haven't added a single item to the 
tax list,” said Senator Persons. He 
then plead with the committeemen not 
to become impatient with the present 
tax law. He said he hoped for great 
improvements in this act, and that 
those improvements would be brought 
about by slow and conservative legis- 
lation. “It is well known that taxes 
farm the life blood of the state,” con- 
tinued Senator Persons, “and yet there 
some citizens of Georgia who are 
vying with one another to rob the 
state of her very life blood. 

“In criticising my bill my friends use 
the strongest adjectives possible with- 
out insulting thé Author of the bill. I 
don’t mind that; I can stand the gaff. 
3ut I ask you to please help me to 
make these laws better.” 

Interrupting the speaker, Senator 
John D. Walker asked if “this bill 
wouldn’t almost revolutionize the mat- 
ter of borrowing money in Georgia?” 

Senator Persons replied that it cer- 
tainly would affect the negotiability 
of certain papers when people are not 
willing to return them for taxation. 
“This is going to revolutionize a great 
many things,” said Senator Persons. 
“Maybe the criticism by some people 
is right in saying that the total evi] 
will be greater than the total good. I 
don’t knew about that. But [I always 
believe in standing on sound princi- 
ples.”

A recommendation made by the gov- : 


ernor, which is of considerable interest 
to the Atlanta real estate fraternity is 
the recommendation of the governor 
that the governor’s mansion be ex- 
changed for a residence’ site further 
from the noise and turmoil of the city. 

The governor’s message is, in part, 


‘as follows: 


The vast volume of taxes yet uncollected 
Owing to the business stringency will cause 
a postponement of the payment of many 
appropriations for a fTonger period than 
Was expected and may compel a resort to 
borrowing to meet the more /urgent de- 
mands. As the authority to exercise this 
power to borrow money for deficiencies ex- 
pires at the end of the present year, I 
most earnestly recommend that the au- 
thority be continued by the present legis- 
lature at least for the two 
years. It would be better if the action 
of the general assembly should take the 
form of a permanent provision so that 
the power may be available at any time 
the emergency arises even though the 
legisla ure is not in session.

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BANKERS JOIN IN PROTES1 


If there were any justification whatever 
for England’s illegal seizure and practical 
confiscation of American cotton and other 
cargoes bound for neutral European ports, 
the bankers and conservative business men 
of the south could be counted upon to see 
and voice it. 

On the other hand, the Georgia bankers, 
with whose conservatism we have had fre- 
quent experience, have joined most vigor- 
ously in the protest, lodged with the na- 
tional government, in which it is asked that 
all possible steps be taken to cause England 
to mitigate, or withdraw altogether, a block- 
ade which so seriously threatens the na- 
tional well-being. 

At a meeting in Atlanta Thursday of the 
legislative and agricultural committees and 
the executive council of the Georgia Bank- 
ers’ association, together with the vice presi- 
dent for Georgia of the Amecrican Bankers’ 
association, Mr. Z. H. Clark, of Moultrie, it 
was determined, after brief discussion, to 
send a protest against England's cotton 
blockade direct to President Wilson; and to 
ask the president and secretary of every 
bankers’ association, and the state vice 
president of the National Bankers’ associa- 
tion, in every one of the cotton states, to 
join at once in similar formal protest to the 
state department in Washington. 

Georgia bankers are noted for their dis- 
inclination to discuss publicly any subject 
until they make full inquiry and are reason- 
ably sure of their ground. They never “go 
off half cocked.” It may be taken, there- 
fore, that they went thoroughly into this 
problem from both angles before acting— 
that they considered it both from an Amerti- 
can standpoint and that of England in the 
conduct of her war upon her enemies. 

And they have reached the conclusion 
that England’s course, in maintaining this 
blockade against a product which no nation 
has ever sought to place upon the list of 
contraband, is wholly indefensible. 

Those who have given thought and study 
to this problem believe its solution waits 
upon simple and friendly, but firm, diplo- 
matic representations to that country which, 
above all others, has professed friendship 
for us, and rejoiced in our own good will 
more than in that of any other neutral na- 
tion. There is no danger of any rupture 
with England; we do not wish it, nor {is 
there any occasion for it. 

Neither is there reasonable excuse for 
England’s attitude toward our neutral and 
non-contraband cargoes, particularly cotton. 
The protest of the Georgia bankers, urging 
prompt federal action, is brief and to the 
point: 

“Great Britain's disposition to confiscate 
cotton promises to produce a situation that 
will work great injustice to the south,” is 
the conservative language in which they 
put it, at the same time asking their asso- 
ciates in other states to join them in formal 
protest by wire to the state department. 

The. national administration must be 
now well aware of the unanimous sentiment 
of the south upon this subject. It is a ques- 
tion of right and not of privilege. 
people of the south are asking not this time 
for assistance, but for law enforcement. It 
happens to be a matter of international law 
in which action, in the line of duty, devolves 
upon the federal government. 

It is getting dangerously near to the time 
of cotton harvest, and if we are to have 
effective remedial action it may again be 
emphatically stressed there is no time to 
lose.

FOR THE CAVALRY HORSES 


It is manifestly unjust that the members 
of the Governor’s Horse Guard, Atlanta’s 
only cavalry troop, should be compelled 
both to purchase and maintain the horses 
which are used exclusively im the service 
of city and state. 

When the city ordered the troop’s horses 
removed from the quarters which they oc- 
cupied for a time in the Auditorium-Armory 
building, it was naturally presumed that 
council would make some provision for their 
care and keeping elsewhere. But efforts in 
this direction have so far failed and the 
burden, rather a heavy one, still rests upon 
the troop, notwithstanding the fact it has 
provided the’ sixteen horses out of its own 
funds and devoted them to state and city 
service. 

The situation is one which should com- 
mand the attention of the public. There are, 
no doubt, Atlanta citizens who, if the matter 
should come properly within their notice, 
would gladly subscribe sufficient funds to 


build a stable for the use of the troop. The 


members of the guard themselves would be 
glad to furnish the lot on which to place 
it, but they are unable to do both. The sug- 
gestion coming from officers of the troop 
that it will provide the lot, after having 
purchased the horses, is ample evidence of 
their patriotism and StNCeTTY.. It must ex- 
cite public commendation. It should bring, 
without question, the small fund needed for 
the erection of a stable building.

Regardless 
of what congress might do to help them, 
they would have to have the stable anyhow, 
as the furnishing of quarters is required.
